WHAT  IS  A  “DISPLACED 
HOMEMAKER?” 


A  Displaced  Homemaker.  .  . 

•  is  usually  over  35,  very  often  over  50; 

•  was  dependent  on  income  of  a  spouse,  but  has 
lost  that  support  through  death,  disability, 
divorce,  separation  or  desertion; 

•  or  used  to  receive  public  assistance  through 
Social  Security  or  Aid  to  Families  with  Depen¬ 
dent  Children,  but  is  no  longer  eligible; 

•  has  developed  many  skills  over  the  years--skills 
that  don’t  seem  to  correspond  to  the  needs  of  the 
labor  market; 

•  needs  economic  independence  and  must  seek 
employment. 


Displaced  homemakers  come  from  every  ethnic 
group,  every  economic  class,  every  geographic 
region.  They  can  be  high  school  dropouts  or 
Ph.D.’s. 

Of  more  than  four  million  displaced  homemakers 
in  the  U.S.  today,  almost  all  are  women.  Their  self 
confidence  has  often  been  eroded  by  the  double 
barriers  of  age  and  sex  discrimination- 
encountered  when  they  try  to  make  the  transition 
from  home  to  work. 


SECOND  LOOK  is  designed  to  raise  public 
awareness  about  the  problems  and  needs  of 
displaced  homemakers,  and  to  help  vocational 
educators  and  employers  learn  more  about  what 
they  can  do  to  help.

WHAT  IS  SECOND  LOOK? 


SECOND  LOOK  is  a  two-year  project  funded  in 
October,  1979,  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education, 
Bureau  of  Occupational  and  Adult  Education, 
Division  of  Research  and  Demonstration. 

Education  Development  Center,  in  colla¬ 
boration  with  Wellesley  College  Center  for 
Research  on  Women  and  the  American  V ocational 
Association,  will 

•  stimulate  the  development  of  services  to  help 
displaced  homemakers  achieve  economic 
independence; 

•  focus  public  awareness  on  the  training  and 
employment  needs  of  the  displaced 
homemaker. 

SECOND  LOOK  WILL: 

•convene  Regional  Meetings  of  Vocational 
Educators  and  a  National  Conference  of 
Service  Groups  and  Women’s  Organizations 
.  .  .  bringing  together  leaders  from  education 
and  training,  business  and  industry,  unions, 
women’s  groups,  and  community  agencies  to 
share  resources  and  strengthen  programs. 

•develop  a  Resource  Guide  for  Vocational 
Educators  and  Planners  and  a  Manual  for 
Vocational  Counselors  . .  .  suggesting  ways 
to  help  displaced  homemakers  in  need  of 
training  ana  jobs. 

•  produce  TV  Public  Service  Spots  in  English 
and  Spanish  and  a  Leaflet.  .  .  informing 
displaced  homemakers  about  opportunities 
available  in  training  and  employment. 

•produce  TV  Public  Service  Spots.  .  . 
encouraging  employers  to  hire  and  train 
displaced  homemakers.

WHAT  IS  THE  ILLINOIS  NETWORK 
FOR  DISPLACED  HOMEMAKERS? 


The  Illinois  Network  for  Displaced  Homemakers 
is  designed  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  information  for 
service  providers  in  Illinois.  The  displaced  home¬ 
maker  programs  in  Illinois  have  grown  from  the 
original  two  centers  in  Chicago  and  Carbondale  to 
eight  centers  funded  by  state  appropriations  for 
this  fiscal  year.  Also  there  are  five  CETA-funded 
projects  in  the  state,  with  some  new  projects  in  the 
works  at  the  present  time.  The  actual  service 
projects  around  the  state  within  the  Network  are 
working  to  provide  services  to  as  many  displaced 
homemakers  as  possible.  The  Illinois  Network 
supplies  displaced  homemakers  with  the  informa¬ 
tion  they  need  or  calls  up  an  individual  project  to 
ensure  that  the  displaced  homemaker  receives 
proper  referrals  or  assistance.

•  Provide  information  on  all  other  projects  in  the 
state. 

•  Assist  in  designing  and  developing  programs. 

•  Provide  bibliographies  on  a  wide  range  of 
topics--including  funding,  proposal  writing, 
statistics,  and  much  more. 


WHAT  CAN  THEY  DO  FOR  THE 
SERVICE  PROVIDER? 


•  Contact  special  programs  to  specifically 
address  the  needs  of  displaced  homemakers. 

•  Provide  information  on  agencies  that  are  sensi¬ 
tive  to  unique  needs  in  the  areas  of  employment, 
counseling,  and  training. 

•  Publish  a  quarterly  newsletter  to  encourage 
displaced  homemakers  as  readers. 

•  Supply  referrals  to  help  in  times  of  personal 
crisis.
